SANK INTO THE BAY. 


One End of a Warehouse of the North- 
ern Pacific Goes Down. 
Tacoma, Wash., November 29.—Shortly af- 
ter 11 o’clock last night forty-five feet of 
the south end of the Puget sound ware- 
house of the Northern Pacific railroad on 
the water front, including the office of the 
road, the cattle sheds and the pumphouse 
for the hydraulic work of filling in tide 
lands, sank into the bay. Just what caused 
the disaster is a mystery which no one

KILLED IN HIS OWN HOME.

A Tennessee Doctor Shot by an Injured 
Husband. 

Knoxville, Tenn., November 29.—(Special.) 
A shocking tragedy was commited in Se- 
vierville about 7 ‘o’clock tonight. About 
that hour a loud report of a gun was heard 
from Dr. J. A. Henderson’s residence in 
that town. In a few mimutes scores of peo- 
ple ‘had gathered about the house and they 


no doubt that the deed ‘had been committed 
by W. H. Gass, a. carpenter and a respected 
citizen of Sevierville. 

Mr. Gass’s friends knew that some sort 


waiting in vain for the doctor's appearance 
in public, he went to the house and killed 
him there. 

The doctor was one of the leading citizens 
of Sevier county, and Mrs. Gass is one of 
the handsomest and most stylish appearing 
women in Sevierville. The pair have been 
under suspicion for some time. In her con- 
fession she admitted that she and the doc- 
tor passed two nights together in this city. 
She registerel as “Ella Jones Rutledge,” 


Her name appears again on the register on 
Monday as “Miss Ella Jones Rutledge,”’ and 
she was given a room.

DERELICT VESSELS. 


Englishmen Consider the Subject of 
the Destruction of Worthless Hulks. 
London, November 29.—The admiralty and 
board of trade committee, which, for some 
time past, has been considering the subject 
of the destruction of derelict vessels, does 
not advise the adoption by the government 
of any scheme for the destruction of aban- 
doned vessels or the holding of an inter- 
national conference on the subject. It does, 
however, recommend the better reporting 
of derelicts as to their character, location, 
etc., and the periodical publication of such 
reports. The committee further says that 
the danger of disasters resulting from col- 
lision with derelicts is probably greatly ex- 
agegerated, as the number afloat at one time 
in the north Atlantic has not exceeded 
nineteen. The publication of the informa- 
tion in regard to derelict vessels given in 
the charts issued by the United States 
‘would, the committee states, be impracti- 
cable, and its use would be likely to mis- 
lead mariners and needlessly alarm them.

Berlin, November 29.—The annual Thanks- 
giving banquet of the American colony in 
Berlin was held in the Hotel }.ia'seibof 
this evening. The guests, about 20 in rum- 
ber, included many Americans well kuown 
at home and abroad.

Mr. Runyon’s proposal to send a Ihanks- 
giving message to President Cleveland wag 
received with much cheering, and the fol- 
lowing dispatch was cabled to the white 
house: 
“Two hundred and fifty Americans <¢t the 
Thanksgiving dinner in Berlin send ratriot- 
ic greetings.’’

He was a monster of 
his kind, and after having his wings broken 
by the first shot, fought viciously until 
killed.

STRANGE STORY OF HYPNOTISM. 


A Doctor and His Son Arrested on a 
Peculiar Charge. 

Eau Claire, Wis., November 29.—Dr. 
George W. Pickin and his son, Asigal Pick- 
in, were arrested last night on a serious 
charge. Dr. Pickin is out on $1,500 bond, 
but his. son is in jail. The prosecution is 


the result of an investigation which began 
September 4th last, when a girl of seventeen 
named Edna Mabel Briggs, daughter of Jo- 
seph M. Briggs, was found at the house of 


ter she had been missing two days. Tne 
case of the prosecution is that the girl haa 
been hypnotized and assaulted. The de- 
fendants have pleaded not guilty and waiy- 
ed examination. 

While the state expects to prove the crime 
on evidence of the ordinary nature, a large 
mass of evidence will be produced on the 
hypnotic features of the case. The facts 
are stated to be that the girl when found 
by her father was under hypnotic influence; 
that she remained so for a long time after- 
ward, and owing to the control exercised 
over her by young Pickin she was unable 
to reveal the truth. 

She was constantly in the care of a promi- 
nent physician of this city. The authorities 
summoned to their aid a well-known pro- 
fessional hynotist physician, who placed her 
under a hypnotic control superior to the 
other influence and by this means the main 
facts were gained, though the. girl lapsed 
again under the control of young Pickin for 
a time. Young Pickin was finally compelled 
by persuasion partially to release the girl 
from his hypnotic control, though he con- 
tinued to impart suggestions to the girl im- 
plicating other parties and for a time baf- 
fling the authorities and the physicians in 
spite of the fact that she was all this time 
in their custody and that of her parents. 
By careful treatment her mental freedom 
has finally been restored, and when the ar- 
rest of the Pickins was announced to her 
she threw off the last vestiges of their in- 
fluence and is prepared to tell her story on 
the witness stand. 

Mental Telegraphy. 


One of the extraordinary features of the 
case, say the district attorney and the phy- 
sicians, is that it was demonstrated beyond 
a doubt that while the investigation was 
going on Mabel Briggs and young Pickin 

were in mental communication to such an 

extent that though separated by a distance 
of two or three miles she described with 

perfect accuracy on several occasions exact- 
ly what Pickin was doing at a time wher 

collusion was absolutely impossible. The 

physicians say that the phenomena of ment- 

al telegraphy or thought transference is by 

this case established firmly as a scientific 

fact. . 

The girl is of much more than ordinary 

intelligence. Her story is terrible in its 

details. One of the things she tells the 

district atto:ney is that on the night she 

Was taken to Pickin’s house she read the 

mind of the doctor through that cf his son, 

and she added that if there is anything in 

mind reading there is a sub-cellar in that 

house and buried there are the bodies of 

two young girls. 

There is growing excitement over the af- 

fair. Citizens of standing and wealth are 

interesting themselves in the girl’s case. 

Dr. Pickin and his son say nothing, except 

that they are innocent. Dr. Pickin has 

lived here many years, and has a so-called 
vitapathic institute is an obscure part of 
the west side. The Briggs family are of 

unexceptionable social standing, and Mabel 

was always in good society until this affair 

occurred.

UNCLE SAM IS SATISFIED. 


And Does Not Intend to Reopen Nica- 
raguan Matters. 
Washington, November 29.—The present 
condition of the Nicaraguan involvement 
appears to be this: The United States dis- 
tinctly refuses to reopen the Mosquito ques- 
tion at the point where negotiations were 
proceeding a year ago, when the only law 
in the djsputed territory emanated from 
Chief Clar@nce. and the filibustering sup- 
porters he had gathered around r:m.- The 
reopening of the question at this point ap- 
pears to be what Great Britain cesires. It 
is held by the United States that the new 
government established by Nicarazua at 
Bluefields jn admittedly a vast improve- 
Inent upon the irresponsible rule of :.n ig- 
norant half-breed, and that Great Britain, 
in common with the United States and 
other countries, in the ‘interest of com- 
merce, should now be willing to hold an 
organized government to account for the 
maintenance of order and for -the protec- 
tien -of forejgn imterests in that sparsely 
settled country. While to some extent the 
negotiations which England herself invited 
under pressure, looking to the abrogation 
of the treaty of Managua, involved the 
threshing over of much old straw, the indis- 
putable facts remain that Great Britain has 
known and tactitly agreed to the new order 
of control which has existed at Bluetields 
for several months; that Great Britain has 
been fully aware of the approval extended 
by the United States to the MNicarasuan 
assumption of responsibility for the preser- 
vation of law and order there, and that 
Great Lritain has refrained, until goaded 
by the expulsion of ex-Consul Hatch, from 
rehabilitating the claims of an ancient tiibe 
of Indians whose present members consist 
of Ja.maican negroes, half-breeis and law- 
resisting whites of various nationalities. 
Under the: circumstanees tae United 
States could hardly do otherwise than 1e- 
sist an attempt to return to the old order of 
things. For forty years not the slightest 
progress had resulted from the contjnuous 
and exasperating negotiations growing out 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty with its vo- 
luminous correspondence, until Nicaragua 
secured complete and final control over 
the Mosquito territory last August. The 
valuable time consumed by the great states- 
men of this country and of Great Uritain 
in the exchange of ideas, resulted in af- 
fecting the convictions of neither in the 
slightest degree, and with the recoilection 
of this hopeless discussjon as certain that 
the United States will not be induced to 
again throw open:to profitless discuss.on 
the principles of the Monroe doctrine wl-ich 
are now held to be beyond any friendly con- 
tention by a foreign power. 
Notwithstanding the natural desire of 
naval authorities to disclaim any menace 
to a friendly country in the announced in- 
tention to maintain unusually large ficets 
on both coasts of Central America this win- 


mous damage, while if we had a reserve 
supply of guns we could dominate these 
waters. 

On this point—of preparation for war in 
time of peace—the secretary makes this 
very significant comment: 

“The latest and one of the most impres- 
sive lessons in all history is now being 
taught by China and Japan. A nation, the 
mmost populous in the world, able to put 
millions of fighting men into the field, is 
now, after suffering many disasters, scour- 
ing Europe and America for munitions of 
/ war. It relied upon its numbers. Now it 
is buying discarded guns and dfscarded am- 
munition, whatever it can get, to aid in 
repelling the assaults of a people vastly 
inferior to it in numbers.”’ 

{ Notice of Secretary Herbert’s intention 
to create a new naval station—the south 

Pacific—is given to put into operation a 
policy which will keep a number of cruis- 
ing vessels sufficient for the ordinary needs 
of naval policing and the protection of our 
interests abroad on each of six stations— 
north Atlantic, south Atlantic, north Pa- 
cific, south Pacific, Asiatic and European. 
The report states. that instructions have 
been sent to the admiral commanding in 
Asiatic waters -which, it is believed, will

After again calling attention to the ur- 
gent need of legislation for the relief of 
the personnel of the navy the secretary 
recommends that the enlisted force be 
incrased by 2,000 men. 

In conclusion the secretary_submits esti- 
mates for the next year aggregating $27,- 
885,914, exceeding the current appropriations 
by $5,495,193. 


FOREIGN MAIL SERVICE. 


Interestng Facts from the Annual Re: 
port of Superintendent Brooks. 

Washington, November 29.—The annual 
report of Colonel N. M. Brooks, superin- 
tendent of foreign mails, contains some in- 
teresting points on the service with for- 
eign nations. Of the trans-Atlantic service 
he says: 

“The entire trans-Atlantic merchant ma- 
rine is freely tendered for the conveyance 
of United States mails at the rates of com- 
pensation offered by this department. Con- 
sequently the mails of Great Britain and 
the continent of Europe are dispatched 
by every fast steamer; and when two fast 
steamers sail the same day or succeeding 
days ‘the mails are invariably assigned to 
the one whose previous speed record gives 
reason to believe that it will first deliver 
the mails on the other side. It is difficult 
to imagine a condition of affairs more sat- 
isfactory from either a postal or commer- 
cial standpoint than the practice in vogue 
has built up. Other things being equal, 
preference is always given to steamers 
sailing under the flag of the United States, 
The advantage of the present practice is 
that the mails are invariably dispatched 
by the fastest vessels, every new and fast 
steamer being at once placed at the disposa! 
of this department, and at a reasonable 
rate of compensation. ;

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WANTS THREE NEW BATTLESHIPS. 


Secretary Herbert Also Asks “for 
Twelve Additional Torpedo Boats. 
Washington, November 29.—The most im- 

portant recommendation made by secretary 
Herbert in his annual report jis that con- 
gress authorize the construction vf three 
great battleships of about 10,000 tons dis- 
placement each, to cost exclusive of arma- 
ment not exceeding $4,000,000 each, and 
twelve torpedo boats of from 100 to 200 
tons each, at the discretion of tme secre- 
tary, to cost not exceeding an average 
of $170,000. Since his last report, five 
splendid ships have been added to the naval 
list, three of which are capable of a speed in 
excess of twenty-one knots, while two of 
them. are the fleetest cruisers in ‘he werld. 
The five vessels are the Marblehead, 18,44 
knots; Columbia, 22.80; Olympia, 21.69; Mont- 
gomery, 19.056; Minneapolis, 23.076. One im-., 
portant change of naval policy is noted in 
connection with the advertisements for 
three new torpedo boats, soon to be issued. 
The secretary says that no speed premjums 
will be allowed on these boats; that the 
premium system undoubtedly had its ad- 
vantages when adopted, but the depart ment 
is now convinced that the time hws c*me 
when, with the experience gained, 1{ may 
with profit be abandoned. 

The secretary speaks in terms of deep re-

Colonel Brooks notes the increase of the 
Pacific mail service in the following: “By 
utilizing the fast steamers sailing once or 
twice a month from Tacoma, Wash., as 
well as the steamers sailing regularly three 
times a month from San Francisco, the 
opportunities for the exchange of mails with 
Japan and China have been increased to 
not less than four and sometimes five dis- 
patches during one month. No change has 
occurred in our means of communication 
with the Australian colonies—the service 
being regular once every four weeks from 
San Francisco to Sydney, performed by 
the Oceanic Steamship Company. Ad- 
vantage is also takehi Of opportunities 
offered for the dispatch of correspondence 
for the English colonies by means of the 
Canadian line of steamers’ sailing from 
Vancouver, .B. C., once a month, so°that 
practically the frequency of the service haz 
been doubled. The steamers above re 
ferred to call at Honolulu.”’ 


THREATS OF LYNCHING. 


Two Murderers in Jail at Jackson, 
Miss. 


Jackson, Miss., November 29.—WIil Bur- 
ton and Boh White, negroes, were placed 
in jail here yesterday for the murder of 
Dick Cloud, another negro, whom they 
ealled out from-a dance that was in pro- 
gress in the suburbs of Jackson, three 
years ago Christmas night. The murder was 
atrociously brutal.

The appropriation was first referred 
to the committee on finance, and after 
due consideration it was decided by al- 
most a unanimous vote that it would 
be to the interest of the state to ex- 
pend $25,000 for a Georgia exhibit. 
Then, the matter went to the judiciary 
committee and a majority of the mem- 
bers yoted in favor of the appropriation 
as there appeared to be no constitutional 
obstacles in its way. The next day, 
however, the vote was reconsidered in 
order to thoroughly discuss both sides 
of the question. -Last Wednesday the 
committee took up the subject and gave 
it a careful examination from a legal 
point of view. The result was prac- 
tically a unanimous vote to the effect 
that it is constitutional and lawful for | 
the legislature to make the appropria- 
tion asked for, and that it ought to be 
made. 

With the endorsement of these two 
important committees, it is safe to say 
that the appropriation will be made, as 
it is plainly a legitimate and proper ex- 
penditure of the people’s money to ad- 
vance their education and wealth, and 
develop their resources. The federal 
government will spend a large sum for 
an exhibit, and the southern states are 
taking steps to advertise and display 
their advantages and resources. Georgia 
should make the best possible showing. 
The exposition will be held in her capi- 
tal city and will attract large numbers 
of American and foreign visitors whose 
capital, enterprise and custom will come 
to us if we make a first-class exhibit of 
our raw @aterial and manufactured 
products.

The Denver bankers and business men 
who recently petitioned for the reopen- 
' Ing of the gambling houses under proper 
police regulations, have drawn upon 
themselves the criticism and censure of 
all the moralists in the country. 

We are informed that the signers of 
the petition are prominent citizens who 
never gamble themselves, nor engage in 
dishonest enterprises. In their petition 
they do not defend gambling on moral 
grounds. They simply take the position 
that the closing of the gambling houses 
makes buildings vacant, deprives their 
owners of their rents, Keeps people and 
money away from the city, and, there- 
fore, injures trude and all kinds of 
business. Their idea is that it would 
benefit the city in many ways to allow 
decent and responsible men to open and 
run gambling houses under police super- 
vision. 

Such a policy might have been ex- 
pected when Denver was only a fron- 
tier town, but it is now a large city, . 
with geod society and numerous 
churches and schools. The Detiver peo- 
ple know from past experience that 
gambling produces and creates. nothing. 
It draws the worst classes to a town 
and wherever it flourishes intemper- 
ance and violence are rampant. 

If gambling houses are desirable in a 
community because they attract out- 
siders and their money, the same might 
be said of other vicious and demoral- 
izing institutions. Lotteries, all night 
and Sunday saloons, lewd houses, prize 
fighting and bull fighting would draw 
immense crowds to Denver or any other 
city all the year round, and they would 
cause a good deal of extra money to 
swell the circulation. But the business 
benefits gained in this way would. be 
more than offset by the general. de- 
moralizJ'on of the people, and the 
drunkenness, violence and ‘corruption 
that would follow. Such a city would, 
in a generation, become a godless place, 
and its inhabitants would learn to meas- 
ure everything by their corrupt. Mains 
standard, and not by the standard of 
religion and morals, 

The bankers and merchants of Deere

The Constitution has received hun- 


dreds of communications from all parts 
of the state endorsing its advocacy of 
free competition in insurance as the 
solution of the insurance problem now 
under consideration by the general as- 
sembly, 

We see no reason why the question 
now under discussion should not be dis- 
posed of in a bill of ten lines, and in 
& manner that would be satisfactory 
both to the insurance companies and to 
the policy holders. 

The thing to do is to wipe out the 
$25,000 deposit feature of existing in- 
surance regulations, reduce the deposit 
fee to a minimum amount and give an 
open field and a fair fight to every in- 
surance company that wants to do busi- 
ness .in Georgia, providing, of course, 
for the protection of the public by the 
exclusion of unreliable companies. This 
can very readily be done by giving the 
comptroller general authority to license 
only those companies that can establish 
a basis of reliability, and the assets of 
which are such as to guarantee protec- 
tion to the policy holders. This is a de- 
tail which can be very easily arranged. 

If the Venable bill is modified in this 
manner it will prove’ satisfactory to 
every interest. The insurance men so 
stated before the senate committee, and 
if they are satisfied with this settle 
ment the public certainly ought to be. 

We think much has been said against 
the insurance companies in this discus- 
sion that has been undeserving. The in- 
surance men doing business in Georgia 
are neither sharks nor plunderers. In 
Atlanta they rank with the very best 
element of our cditizenship, and are 
among our mfgq¢t prominent citizens. 
They are upright, reputable men, with 
clean business records. While we be- 
lieve that the present insurance lkiws 
of the state are entirely inadequate and 
bunglesome, the insurance inierests of 
the state certainly should not be blamed 
for that deficiency on the part of our 
lawmakers. 

The insurance interests certainly meet 
the people half way when they say to 
the legislature “‘we are willing that you 
should remove all restrictions and give 
the people what amounts to free trade 
in insurance.” Now, it is the duty of 
the legislature to meet the insurance 
men half way and thus settle the ques- 
tion in a manner that will be perfectly 
satisfactory to all concerned. 


New Cotton Mills. 

It is peculiarly gratifying to The Con- 
stitution to be told that one of its edito- 
rial articles was effectual in stirring up 
the people of Greenville, 8S. C., te col- 
plete the subscription to a new cotton 
mill. Our Greenville correspondent says 
that not only wus the subscription of 
$250,000 to the pew mill virtually coim- 
pleted, but other mills have been pro- 
jected, and the prospects are that by 
next summer from three to five new 
mills will be in operation in and around 
Greenville, consuming from twenty to 
twenty-five thousand bdAles of cotton a 
year. 

All this is extremely gratifying to The 
Constitution, but our gratification would 
be more extreme if the spirit that is 
displayed in Greenville could be ex- 
tended to the Piedmont region of Geor- 
gia. There is a wide field here for cot- 
ton manufacturing and the pioneers— 
those who occupy it first—will be the 
ones to reap the greatest profits. “We 
should be glad to see, therefore, more 
cotton mills built around Atlanta and 
in the outlying towns In fact it would 
be pleasing to know that new mills 
were going up in any quarter of the 
state. We do not desire to see Georgia 
outstripped in this business by any 
other state, and yet if Georgia lags, we 
shall be glad to use such infinence as 
we have in promoting industrial devel- 
opment everywhere. 

The time seems now to be ripe for in- 
creasing the spinning capacity of the 
south, If we can utilize a part of our 
cotton crop in this way we can recoup 
ourselves for the low price that prevails 
for the raw material. As our volume of 
primary money has been cut in half for 
the benefit of British interests. the vol- 
ume of general business profits must be 
cut down. This means that half, or 
nearly half, the capital that is now em- 
ployed in business and commercial chan- 
nels will have to be withdrawn and put 
in more profitable channels. The pro- 
cess of withdrawal is even now going 
on, and this accounts in some measure 
for the sudden revival of public inter- 
est in cotton manufacturing. 

It is the instinct of self-preservation. 
The public mind perceives, however 
dimly, that all the vast interests of the 
south are based on the profitable produc- 
tion of one great staple. Four-and-a- 
half and five-cent cotton means the de- 
struction of a large amount of business 
in the south and the crippling of many 
important interests. unless some remedy 
can be devised that will enable this see- 
tion to utilize and avail itself of the 
profits that lie in the direction of manu- 
facturing the raw material before it is 
shipped abroad. 

We believe that no better investment | 


can be found for Cina cacti ak 
bave to be withdrawn from general 

nes of business, on account of the 
‘shrinkage of trade and profits due to 
‘the single gold standard, than in the 
‘direction of cotton manufacturing. Only 
one difficulty presents itself, and that 
is the danger of duplicating plants that 
‘are already successful. And yet out of 
.this danger, it seems to us, will grow 
the flower and fruit of cotton muanufac- 
turing in the south. 

The process will be something like 
this: The new cotton mills will dupli- 
cate the plants of the nearest successful 
mills. This wll continue until the 
market for the coarser goods is over- 
stocked. When this occurs, some of 
the older and more successful mills will 
combine together, establish print and 
bleaching works in the neighborhood of 
Atlanta or some other market center, 
and turn their attention to the finer 
goods, such as calicoes, muslins and 
ginghams. When this happens the New 
England mills will be compelled to sur- 
render. They will move their plants 
to the cotton fields, save $5 on every 
509 povads of cotton they consume, and 
then the combined forces of the north- 
ern and southern spindles will run the 
British and European mills out of ex- 
istence, 

The terms of this process may be 
glibly stated, but it will require years 
for the natural and inevitable evolution 
and -revolution to take place. It has 
already begun and circumstances seem 
to have combined to forward it more 
rapidly than any of us have dared to 
dream. 

Every southern state through its leg- 
islature and in every other way, should 
strive to hasten and forward the move- 
ment that has already begun. If it is 
necessary to foster these manufacturing 
enterprises by relieving them of taxa- 
tion for a number of years, as a partial 
return for the increased values which 
mark their advent, let that be done. Let 
the building of new mills go ‘forward 
as rapidly as possible. If plants are du- 
plicated, causing a further decline in 
the price of goods, the older mills, man- 
aged by men who have acquired expe- 
rience, know the remedy. 
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The “Sledge-Hammer” Business, 

fditor Horace White, of The Evening 
Post, frequently endeavors to conceal 
his natural enthusiasm, but self-discip- 
line is not always equal to the occasion. 
Occasionally he bubbles over, and it is 
at such moments we perceive that a 
great emotional actor has been gained 
for the goldbug bankers and lost to the 
North American stage. 

In one of his latest essays on matters 
and things in general, Mr. White de- 
clares that “The St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat strikes some sledge-hammer blows 
at the present system of national 
finance.” This idea of an editor using 
his pen as a sledge hammer has oc- 
curred to only two people in North 
America. One wiss the editor of a 
country weekly in Ohio, who died in 
1870; the other was Mr. White, who is 
apparently well and in good health. 

After awhile we shall see little para- 
graphs from the pen of Mr. White an- 
nouncing that Mr. Bullion, who is farm- 
ing for pleasure, bas laid a dozen eggs 
on the editorial table. 

Our opinion is that if Mr. White pro- 
poses to be a goldbug he should cul- 
tivate an international style of argu- 
ment. 
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Aid for the State University. 

The times are not too hard to justify 
the neglect of our educational interests, 
and we fully agree with The Americus 
Times-Recorder that the legislature 
should make a liberal appropriation for 
the State university. 

For some years past the college build- 
ings at Athens have not been large 
enough to accommodate the students. 
The latest addition was built by the 
city of Athens, and the state should no 
longer refuse on the mistaken ground 
of economy to aid an institution which 
is the very capstone of our educational 
System, 

The university has a faculty of the 
highest order of ability, and if the state 
would appropriate $25,000 for additional 
buildings and facilities the students 
would probably soon number at least a 
thousand. 

While providing for the education of 
the masses in our common schools, we 
should not ignore the just claims of 
higher education. The young men who 
are to take the lead in science and lit- 
erature, in politics and business and in 
the learned professions, should be ed- 
ucated right here in Georgia, and there 
is no better place for ‘them than the 
State university. But we cannot hope 
to keep our ambitious youngsters from 
going to distant colleges beyond our 
borders, unless we make proper pro- 
Vision for their accommodation. 

We feel sure that if the legislature 
promptly comes to the aid of the uni- 
versity its action will he heartily en- 
dorsed by the people of Georgia. 


The Worm That Turned. 


The murder of Edward Hilliard, a 
Chicago money lender, by Henry Hast- 
ings, last Tuesday, brings out a story 
of almost tncredible meanness, 

The trouble between the two dates 
back to 1886, when Hastings bought a 
house from Hilliard, paying a portion of 
the money and giving a2 mortgage for 
the balance. 

When the mortgage fell due Hastings 
lost several thousand dollars through the 
sharp practice of Hilliard, who fore- 
closed and in some way -secured the 
title to the property without paying any 
more for it than the amount that he had 
loaned, and for which he held a mort- 
gage. 

Recently Hilliard ebfained Tasting’s 
note for $39, and when it became due 
proceeded to enforce its payment. He 
went beyond all decent bounds in his 
methods of collecting the note, and 
‘when Mrs. Hastings went on her knees 
to him and begged him not ‘to take 
away their horse and milk wagon, their 
only means of support, be paid no at- 
tention to her plea and went with a con- 
stable to have the outfit levied on. 

The levy was made while Hastings 

was delivering milk, and Hilliard him. 
self got on the wagon seat and drove 
off, leaving the man with a quantity of 
milk on the sidewalk and no way of de- 
livering it to his customers, 

That afternoon Hastings called on 


| Hilliard and asked him if he owed him 


‘ 


anything, Upon being told that he did 
not hé blew out Hilliard’s brains, ard 
gave himself up to the first officer who 
appeared. 

The Chicago papers say that the mur- 
derer is perfectly unconcerned, and does. 
not regret his deed, saying that he might 
as well hang as sturve, and that he had 
fixed Hilliard so that he would not be 
able to cheat and oppress others. 

Under the law, this is a clear ease of 

‘murder, but it is easy to see from the 
comments of the papers that public 
sympathy is with Hastings, and it is 
quite probable that hé will be acquitted. 

An exceptional case of greed, cruelty 
and oppression will make the average 
jury stretch the law a little.

Amid a scene of gay revelry and mirth 
the editors of the south met last night and 
exchanged the compliments of the season, 
crossing their legs under the mahogany 
»f the Aragon at the bidding of the direc- 
‘ors of the Cotton States and Internationa) 
»xposition. : 

The dinner given by the exposition direc- 
‘ors in compliment to the newspaper men 
from every leading city of the section was 
a beautiful and delightful one. ¢nd the 
editors present all enjoyed it to the fullest 
—to use a strictly bohemian term. 

The management of the Aragon outdid 
itself in spreading before its guests the 
most sumptuous and delightful repast that 
has yet been put out to the banqueters of 
any previous occasion and many a com- 
pliment was heard last night spoken in 
the name of the Aragon and Manager 
Dodge for the elegance of everything and 
the ease and smoothness with which the 
banquet was handled. ~ 

At 8:30 o’clock sharp the editors with a 
number of prominent Atlantians were in- 
vited inte the brilliant banquet hall of the 
\ragon from the parlors, where they had 
been sojourning awaiting the feast. Presi- 
dent Onarles Collier, of the Cotton States 
and International Exposition Company, led 
‘he way and the guests were soon seated 
around the beautiful table of the banquet 
hall, which was shaped in the shape of a 
great E, standing for editors, perhaps, and 
fairly alive with the beauty of artistic 
(loral decorations.

Just as the feast was about finished Mr. 
Charley Collier, who presided over the din- 
ner, arose and said: 

_ “Gentlemen of the Southern Press Assv- 
clatiofi: On behalf of the exposition, I fee) 
called upon on this occasion to say to 
you that we feel very grateful to the press 
of the south for the aid and assistance that 
has been rendered us already in the pro 
ject that Atlanta, at a trying time, was so 
audacious as to undertake, We thank you, 
gentlemen, for what you have done. We 
have invited you here tonight to get you to- 
gether that we may say to you that we 
thank you for the many ways in whicb 
you have fostered and aided the exposition. 

“It may be of interest to you to announce 
what is the scope of the Cotton States and 
‘International exposition. When we went to 
the national congress and asked for an ap- 
propriation we had in contemplation but 
one other building. We have secured the 
government's stamp of approval upon the 
work and we now have eleven buildings 
that have been ordered to be erected on the 
grounds, and we will have two more. We 
have today heard from Brazil and from 
Greece and they will both have exhibits at 
the exposition. Many of the nations of the 
civilized world have expressed their desire 
to have displays here and the exposition has 
certainly taken on international scope. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Celonel Cowarden Speaks. 

The tirst speaker called on to speak by 
President Collier was Colonel Charley Cow- 
arden, the well-known and inimitable editor 
of The Richmond Dispatch. 

Colonel Cowarden is one of those fellows 
who can speak under all difficulties, and un- 
der so pleasing conditions as last night 
surrounded him, he was as bright as a sil- 
ver dollar and as happy as a big May moon. 

He was received with cheers and spoke 
at length abcut the exposition and its pur- 
pose. He said it did seem to him that At- 
ianta would never get tired. She has been 
taking up some new movement ever since 
he ever heard of her, and every one of 
them was a success. He recalled that At- 
lanta people were always together and very 
proud of their town, which reminded him 
of the joke of the French chef who lived 
in Richmond and who became very much 
attached to the town. Once when he was 
offered a handsome salary to go to Chicago, 
ne looked up and said: “Do ye see zat lee- 
tle star up dere? Well, I'd rather see dat 
ene leetle star out o’ Reechmond dan ter 
see a whole aurora borealis from the ceety 
of Cheecago!”’ (Laughter.) 

So it was with Atlanta and Atlantians, 
said Mr. Cowarden. He assured the pro- 
moters of the exposition that there was 
nothing too good for the editor of The 
Richmond Dispatch to do for the welfare of 
the undertaking. 

Then Colonel J. H. Estill, of The Savan- 
nah Morning News, was introduced to the 
crowds by President Collier. Colonel Mstjll 
is One of the happiest of speakers and made 
quite a hit. He said that some time he 
and all the inhabitants of Savannah and 
other towns were envious of Atlanta, but 
he realized that there was no town like it 
in the world for indomitable pluck and 
push. He indulged in some pleasantry with 
senator Walsh about Augusta and with the 
editor of The Macon Telegraph abvut that 
city and closed with a pretty tribute to 
the courage and pluck of the men benind 
the undertaking to have a great exposition 
in Atlanta. He said after all we are all 
Georgians and southerners and Americans, 
and when we scraped off the petty preju- 
dice from our hearts we all saw that At- 
lanta was the greatest city in the south 
and the pluckiest in the world. He wound 
up with a beautiful tribute to the daily 
papers of Atlanta. He said with The Con- 
stitution to stir the people of the city up 
in the morning and The Journal to stir 


them up in the evening Atlanta could 
count on her triumphal march to pros- 
perity. 


Colonel Estill was loudly applauded. 
Mr. Clark Howell Called On. 

At this stage of the game President Col- 
lier called upon Mr, Clark Howell, manag- 
ing editor of The Constitution, to take 
charge of the programme, and after making 
a speech himself, to call upon such others 
as might care to address the assemblage. 

Mr. Howell declined to make a ‘speech 
himself. He said that he wanted to hear 
from the visitors and after calling upon the 
two business managers of Atlanta’s papers 
he would then proceed ‘to call upon the 
visiting editors for speeches. He said the 
“audacious” originator (as he had been 
termed by Colonel Estill) of the exposition 
was Hon. W. A. Hemphill, business mana- 
ger of The Constitution, and he called upon 
him for a speech. 

Mr. Hemphill replied happily in a discourse 
about the attractiveness of the south, of her 
advantages and her possibilities and her 
her future. He said it was the finest country 
on the globe. He congratulated the South- 
ern Associated Press on its day’s work— 
that it had cut loose from the west and gone 
to the Eastern Press Association. He said 
the south and the east were, after all, more 
closely united than the south and the 
west. He was glad to meet so many of the 
editors. He spoke of the exposition as the 
heralder of better times for the south. “If 
you don’t believe what I tell you about the 
south,’ said he, “look at east speech my 
friend, Pat Walsh, made before the United 
States senate. Laughter.) 

Mr. H. H. Cabaniss followed Mr. Hemp- 
hill, and made one of his usually clever 
speeches. He paid his respects to the morn- 
ing newspaper men, and said he was glad 
to be with them and at the same time be 
with a number of the afternoon newspa- 
per men, all around one festal board. He 
claimed that the morning editors were sec- 
ond to no race on earth, except the after- 
noon editors. 

Senator Walsh was called on, and made 
a neat speech, telling of the glories of the 
south and of the glorious’ work of the expo- 
sition as was proposed. His speech was 
loudly applauded, and was, indeed, well 
received. 

Mr. J. J. Flinn, of The Chicago Herald, 
who is here to write up the exposition and 
Atianta for his paper, made a clever and 
entertaining speech. 

Colonel Mike Glennan, of Norfolk, made a 
speech in which he extolled the south and 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition. 

Colonel Spinney, editor of The New York 
Times, was next in order and gave a very 
entertaining talk about the topics of the 
evening. 

Editor Tompkins, of The Charlotte Ob- 
server, tnade a pretty speech, and one with 
many statistics and historic facts concern- 
ing the south and the work that lies in 
store for the exposition. . 

Editor Poole, of The New Orleans Times- 
Democrat, was called on, and spoke of the 
benefits of the exposition to the south just 
at this time. He said that his state had 
already voted to have a state exhibit here. 
, Towards the close of the evening and at 
a late hour speeches were made by Messrs. 
Ochs, of Chattanooga; Smith, of New Or- 
leans; Rhodes, of Birmingham; Rule, of 
Knoxville, and Thomas, of the Associated 
Press, 

Mr, Estill proposed a toast to the report- 
ers, who bear the brunt of newspaper 
work, and the diners dispersed.

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Colonel Norwood Scores a Brilliant 
Hit Last Night. 


HIS AUDIENCE HIGHLY ENTERTAINED 


He Discussed the L fe and Poetry of This 
Prima Donna oi the Nursery in 
His Happiest Way. 


In the presentation of his brilliant lecture 
on the life and literature of ‘‘Mother Goose’ 
at DeGive’s opera house last night, Colonel | 
Thcmas M. Norwood, of Savannah, created 
@ profound impression upon his audience 
and the lecture was characterized by many 
who heard it as one of the best ever deliv- 
ered in this city. 

It was brimful of humor and the lecture 
throughout was brilliant with the speaker's 
pungent and epigrammatic siylie. ‘Tne audi- 
ence was thoroughiy entertained and the 
current of laughter was scarcely interrupted 
during the evening. 

He designated himself as a ‘‘gooseologist”’ 
and stated that ne haa given much time 
to the study of Mother Goose and her 
poems. 

On the platform with the distinguished 
speaker of the evening was Hon. Logan E. 
Bleckley, ex-chief justice of the state of 
Georgia; Dr. Henry McDonald, Judge B. 
C. Kontz, Mr. Walter R. Brown and quite 
a number of distinguished citizens and di- 
rectors of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation. 

Judge Bleckley, in presenting the speaker 
of the evening, made a capital hit by intro- 
ducing him in verse, The speech was short 
and witty and was delivered in the best 
style of the eminent jurist. 

Colonel Norwood, as he advanced to the 
front of the platform, was received with 
hearty demonstrations of applause. It was 
evident that ‘his large audieuce was expect- 
ing a rare treat from him and in this hope. 
it was not disappointed. 

Personal History of Mother Goose. 

The speaker began by saying that he had 
met with no small amount of difficulty in 
ascertaining the true facts in regard to the 
biography of ‘‘Mother Goose.’’ The only 
commentator who had taken the pains to 
investigate this important matter was Noah 
Webster. He located the birthplace ot 
“Mother Goose’ in the cuitured city of 
Boston, Mass. Much to the amusement of 
his audience, tne speaker proceeded, with 
as much gravity as if he was in the court- 
room, to-deitend the character of ‘‘Mother 
Goose” against certain cnarges which had 
srown out of her writings. he argued that 
sae was not frivolous and that she was 
not guiity of slander in her poems. In her 
Writings she covered the entire subject of 
human literature with the exception of re- 
ligion and divorce. In all probability she 
uvsorbed her husband and this accounted 
for her silence on this breach of marital re- 
lationship. In view of the large number 
or books written by infidels he presumed 
inat her reason for not discussing religion 
was that she really Knew something about 
it. 

From a Literary Standpoint. 

Con-iuering Mother Goose purely from 
her writings Colonei Norwood was strongly 
of the opinion that she was not born in 
Bestcn, but was a native of England. She 
was fond of such names as Eiizabeth and 
such Characters as Uid Wing Coie. Indecd, 
one of her most celebrated poems was 

written in honor of the last named indi- 
vidual, 

In discussing the mathematical poems of 
Mother Goose, Colonel Norwood gave an 
amusing diagnosis of one of her most noted, 
Said he: “I give the poem in full that it 
may be better understood by those who cre 
able to understand it. For myself I confess 
it has a@ meaning beyond my comprehe.- 
sicn: 


“ ‘Three children sliding on the ic? 
Upon a summer's day; 3g 
As it fell out they all fell in, 
The rest, they ran away. 


‘‘ ‘Now, had these children been at home, 
Or sliding on dry ground, 

Ten thousand pounds to one penny 
They had not al] been drowned.’ 


“Now, I do not think it egotistical for me 
to say I do not believe I am the stupidest 
man in the world, and yet I am free to 
confess that I am not altogether certain 
of the correctness of the grammar or the 
meaning of that poem. I regret to say it 
reads like the production of an unsound 
mird. Three children were sliding on ice 
during summer. She does not state where 
they were, except that they were on ice; 
but the circumstances clearly show they 
were in the frigid zone; because ive for 
sliding purposes is not found anywhere 
else “upon a summer’s day.”’ Those chil- 
dren must have been Esquimaux. This, 1] 
conclude, not only because ice is the princl- 
pal infant industry in their country all the 
year round, but because I know of no othor 
children that would go tobogganing without 
toboggans in that way. Five seconds of 
such delight would bounce any American 
child to his feet, with hands down and 
active. But the serious difficulty is in these 


lines: 


‘“*As it fell out they all fell in, 
The rest, they ran awny.’ 

“Now, what was ‘it’ that fell out? Was 
it the ice or the summer’s day? By any 
rule of grammar the pronoun ‘it’ must 
refer to one or the other. If ice is the an- 
tecedent of ‘it’ and the ice, as he says, 
was upon the summer’s day, it is incorrect 
to say the ice fell out. She should have 
said ‘as it fell off.’ If she meant the day 
fell out, that is impossible, for a day is but 
a period of time without substance or 
weight and gravitation cannot act on it. 
Therefore, it cannot fall out, in, up or 
down. It, therefore, must refer to or mean 
the ice. But what the ice fell out of or 
from is a mystery. If the ice was in the 
water how could the ice fall out without 
the water, unless the water stuck to some- 
thing? If the water fell out how did the 
children get drowned? If the ice was not 
in water and fell out what was there to 
drown the children? Again, as all three 
fell in, who were the rest that ran away? 
The whole affair is very remarkable, in- 
deed.”’ 

Philosophy of the Mother. 

In conclusion the speaker paid a glowing 
tribute to Mother Goose and referred to 
her poems as the embodiment of love. 
Said he: “Mother Goose is philosophy 
without learning: poetry without the art 
of poesy: music without method; benevo- 
lence clothed in beauty; rhyme without 
reason; fun that never offends; wit with- 
out a‘ wound: a beam of sunshine. that 
stretches from the cradle to the grave. 

“Who would not give years of after-life 
to be a child again and feel the enchant- 
ment that bound the budding thought 
when listening to these songs and tales? 
Illusions though they were. they were il- 
lusions full of unalloyed delight. Oh, how 
different from the thousand fllusions and 
delusions of which we have been the vic- 
tims in later years! I pity myself that 
those bright visions—those day dreams— 
are gone forever.’’

SBLECTING SHOWS. 


The Exposition’ Committee on Con- 
cessions Is Yery Busy. 


OVER EIGHT HUNDRED APPLICATIONS 


An Encoureging Letter from the Minister 
to Greece—Otber Exposition News 
Yesterday. 


Supposedly yesterday was a full holiday, 
a day off, at exposition headquarters; but 
in reality it was not. 

When President Collier and his asso- 
ciliates left the office the afternoon before 
Mr. Collier said: ‘‘Well, I guess nobody will 
insist on working tomorrow.’’ 

There was a smile all round, and there 
were some remarks about ‘“dinner.’’ 

It was hardly expected that Thanksgiving 
Day would be the busy day that it was 
when the officials left the office Wednes- 
day night. But, as if from force of habit, 
the various officers began to drop in yes- 
terday as usual, and considerable work was 
transacted during the day. 

Edmund A. Felder, assistant to the presi- 
dent, spent the day at his desk, busily en- 
gaged. He is going to New York next 
week, and he worked yesterday so that 
he might get as much of his work finished 
before his departure as possible. 

On Mr. Felder’s desk are no less than 850 


would-be concessionaires. They come from 
every city in the country, and represent 
every variety of attraction. Nearly every 
attraction that was on the Midway plal- 
Bance at the world’s fair has made appli- 
cation for privileges on the amusement 
row at the Atlanta exposition. They pro- 
pose to furnish as good entertainment at 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition as they gave at the world’s fair. 

The great difficult that the committee on 
concessions and Mr. Felder, who has 
charge of the applications, are experiencing 
is in determining which are the best to 
select for Atlanta’s eaposition. 

“You see,” said Mr. Felder, in speaking 
of the avalanche of applications that he 
has received, “‘there is a perfect mountain 
of applications for concessions—attractions 
that the visitors to the exposition would 


decided to have only a limited number of 
these attractions inside the grounds, and it 
is a work of great moment to select be- 
tween so many good ones. We are neces- 
sarily moving slowly and cautiously. 

“I suppose we will have no more than 
thirty attractions inside the grounds, but 
every one of that number will be good. 
We don’t want to allow too many inside, 
as it would cost too heavily to take in ev- 
erything. But the public may rest assured 
that we will give them the best that can 
be had.” 

The exposition management has not yet 
been successful in getting a suitable idea 
for the principal novelty for the lighter 
side of the exposition—the novelty that will 
take the place of the Ferris wheel at the 
world’s fair. They have received a host of 
suggestions. One of the best that has been 
made is the one of Mr. Williams, of which 
mention was made in The Constitution 
some time ago. This idea has attracted 
favorable comment all around, and it 1s 
said that a capitalist has announced his 
willingness to subscribe to & movement tu 
put it through. 

Greece Is Favorable. 

A letter was received at exposition head- 
quarters yesterday from Minister Alexan- 
der, the minister to Greece, relative to the 
invitation from the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition to that country to 
make an exhibit at Atlanta. Minister Al- 
exander stated that he had received the 
irivitation, but, owing to the absence of 
the king, who was in attendance upon the 
funeral of the czar of Russia, he had not 
had an opportunity to officia.ly present it. 

He stated, however, that the outlook was 
exceedingly favorable for an exhibit. He 
thought the people would cominend the 
idea, and as soon as he had an opportunity 
he would take the matter up with the 
royal authorities, 

The Papers Taking It Up. 

“My mail is crowded with requests from 
newspapers and periodicais for pictures 
and matter concerning the exposition,”’ 
said Mr. Walter G. Coper, chief of the pub- 
licity department, yesterday. “Some of the 
most influential papers and magazines ih 
the United States are taking it up and are 
very urgent in requesting documents rela- 
tive to the coming show. I am busy send- 
ing them out and answering the corre- 
spondence. All this shows that the people 
are getting interested and means that the 
exposition is growing and widening. Ev- 
ery time an influential newspaper gives us 
a good write-up a great deal of good is 
done.”’

Good As the Exbibit May Bo It Will 
Wot Break Any Records. 


AS COMPARED WITH LAST YEAR 


The Crop May Show a Gain of $50,000,000 
in Value—To Do This There Must 
Be an Increase in Price. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

While the marketing of the cotton crop is 
going on at the low prices now prevailing, 
entailing an enormous ehrinkage in the 
profits of all engaged in raising the staple, 
and possibly actual loss to not a few of 
the number, it is pleasant to turn to anoth- 
er and more cheerful aspect of the south’s 
progress. It is intimated by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, whose figures, howev- 
er, are again discredited as being below the 
mark, that fourteen southern states will 
have a corn crop approximating 500,000,000 
bushels or more than one-third of the to- 
tal yield for the whole country. As the 
south’s share will be almost 48,000,000 bush- 
els larger than the crop of 1893, naturally 
the section will be much benefited by the 
favorable change. If the crop turns out to 
be larger than the estimate, so much the 
better, but even an increase equal to ll 
rer cent, which the totals represent, must 
be regarded as quite a satisfactory gain, al- 
though, as we shall presently point out, it 
is not one which should turn the heads of 
those who are looking just now ‘for great 
things from the south. The fact that the 
g'ain growing districts of the west are 
under a heavy cloud at the present time, 
and the other fact that cotton has had so 
much of its market price lopped off lately, 
are apt to bring out the extent and increase 
in the size of the south’s corn yield in 
stronger relief than circumstances warrant. 
In looking over the totals by states for the 
present and past years we find the changes 
indicated to be very irregular, ranging from 
comparatively small decreases to compar- 
atively large increases, as shown below:

Very little doabt can exist but that such 
States as Mississippi, Alabama, Arkansas, 
South Carolina and Texas, where the great- 
est gains are made, will distinctly feel the 
effects of the improvement shown. This 
becomes more apparent in a. general way 
if we study the home value of the crops, 
which indicates the smaller demand likely 
to be made upon the several states in satis- 
faction of supplies ordinarily brought from 
outside sources. Affluence is not by any 
means to be considered as an outcome of 
the change, but ease there may be. In order 
to show how the financial end of the crops 
stands, we have compiled a statement 
shewing the farm values on the basis of 
the official figures for 1893. The totals and 
gains and losses are as given below:

According to this exhibit, Mississippi will] 
be $5,679,779 richer for having so largely 
added her corn crop, Texas will be worth 
$4,294,299 more than in 1893, South Carolina 
$3,750,310 and so on. Maryland, West Vir. 
ginia and Kentucky fall behind, but not to 
any considgrable extent. As we have said, 
our calculations are based on the returns 
made for 1893. Between the prices for that 
year and those which have ruled for the 
curreut year, there is a difference also in 
favor of the former, so that it is more than 
likely. the whole crop will average up sev- 
eral cents per bushel higher than in 18993. 
But here we must introduce a comparison 
of results with those for 1891, for, as inti- 
mated earlier in this article, some heads 
are in danger of being turned by the bright 
corn prospects, as though all influences 
were so favorable that every record was 
going to be set aside in favor of the latest 
contribution to the statistics of the sub- 
ject.

Here can be seen something werth look- 
ing at carefully, if the error of jumping 
at conclusions too hastily would be avoid- 
ed. The flush days of 1891, before panic 
and distr@s filled the air, derived some 
of their rosy hue, as far as the south is 
concerned, from the fact that it had a corn 
crop $66,000,000 h'gher ‘in value than that of 
1893 and $42,000.00 more than the value 
of the present one at last year’s quotations. 
Excepting Mississippi, none of the great 
gains made over 189 has brought 
out of a total as large in 1891, Tennessee, 
with an increase of $1,747,625. comparing this 
year with last, loses $8,926,474 in a compari- 
son with three years ago.

Has Done Splendid Work in the Manage 
ment of the Various Churebes of 
Which He Gas Sad Charge. 


The appointments of the North Georgia 
conference, While transferring ‘to other 
points three or four preachers who have 
enshrined themselves in the hearts of the 
neople of Atkanta, have substituted others 
xbo will doubdtless prove equally as popu- 
ar. 

ne of these appointments Is that of Rey,

Mr. Bigham is chairman of the board of 
education of the North Georgfa conference, 
which is oné Of the most responsible posi- 
tions connected with the conference. His 
selection for this position was due to his 
splendid executive and financial ability, and 
it is said that the department has been 
créatly befiefited under his administration. 

As a preacher Mr. Bigham is logical and 
eloquent. He has a splendid delivery and a 
most engaging and attractive pulpit pres- 
ence. His influence over the young is one 
of the strong features of his ministerial 

work. 

Members of Trinity are jubilant over the 
appointment, and when Mr. Bigham arises 
he will be warmly greeted. 

Another popular appointment is that of 
Rev. W. L. Wooten to the pastorate of 
Payne’s Memorial. Mr. Wooten comes to 
Atlanta from Grantville; where he has 
been located for the past year. He is one 
of the preachers in conference who has 
made his mark, and his transfer to At- 
lanta will give géneral satisfaction. He 
coined the conference in 3873 and has been 
filling good appointments ever since. He 
is a preacher of great force, and those who 
know him best say that he will do a great 
work in Atlanta. 

The appointment of Rev. M. D. Smith to 
St. James and that of Rev. W. J. Cotter 
to Asbury are also strongly com- 
mended. Both are able and effective 
Preachers and will prove worthy successors 
to the good and popular men who have 
been transferred to other points.

He revels in the mysterious 
and dips into science with the buoyant 
hope of bringing forth new and startling 
results. By the nature of his calling what 
to other people would appear shocking and 
unnatural is to him the most common place 
and uninteresting affair. 

He gazes with unnerved deliberation at 
the most harrowing operations and he rel- 
ishes the job of dissecting a body with a 
view of going into the various degrees of 
| anatomical research. It is his profession. 

In the matter of experiments he works 
hard with a desire of getting something 
noteworthy and unheard of before in the 
-_philosophy of physicians. These experiments 
are sometimes odd.

JUMPING ON THE CLUBS. 

The Grand Jury at Jacksonville Pre- 
sents Two Swell Organizations. 

Jacksonville, Fla., November 29.—(Special.) 
There is consternation jn Jacksonville's 
club circles. The grand jury, for the fourth 
judicial court of Fiorjda, has just ‘‘risen’’ 
—as the courthouse parlance puts it—and in 
its presentment charges that the Seminolo 
Club and the Elks’ Club are both selling 
liquors in open violation of the state and 
city regulations, which require the payment 
of big house fees for the privilege ot «ngag- 
ing in this business. This presen*im2nt el- 
leges that these clubs have both taken out 
United States licenses as retajlers of liquor, 
which is prima facie evidence that they are 
engaged in the traffic. This, in the cpin- 
ion of the grand jury, is not only liitegal 
bu. inflicts a hardship on the many honest 
dealers who payall the way from &€0 to 
$1,000 each for this privilege—accordiag to 
the class of license which they take cut. 
On the other hand the members of these 
clubs assert that they are not selers of 
liquors, but that they buy liquors from the 
retail dealers for the use of tneir mem- 
bers; that their clubhouses are private 
residences, practically, wherein ire'r niem- 
bers and their friends may drink, if they 
choose, just as a gentlemin and nis ‘ric ds 
may drink in his own house. Ihe club is 
only a syndicate of individuals wh» prefer 
to buy their drjnkables on the co-operation 
plan instead of personally—thus being much 
more convenient and far\.less expensive. 
The chances are, however, that both clubs 
will be compelled to take out state, county 
and city licenses for the retailing o* nyuors, 
or else shut down their winerooms. Meany 
of the two hundred members of tne Semi- 
nole Club are criticiZing its house eom- 
mittee for having taken out a United States 
license. “‘This club,” they say, ‘is not a 
liquor dealer—so why should it pretend to 
be one by taking out a license?’’

QUEEN MAJAJIE CAPTURED. 


Hicr Own Tribesmen Never Saw fer, 
bat Say Her Age Is 300 Years, 
From Tae New York Times. 

Is it Mr. Rider Haggard’s ‘‘She” who has 
just fallen into the hands of the Boers? 
The Lydenburg correspondent of South 
Africa sends to that paper an interesting 
account or the capiure of the “Queen 
Majajie, or Great She,’’ who seems to have 
had a wonderful history. 

“A peculiar fact is that her own tribe 
have never seen her, Only her indunas 
were allowed to her. They number 
ninety-two. The commander-in-chief is 
Jonas, an aged man. The rest are virtually 
young men. Only three women were ever 
her. One is a bearded fe- 
beard fully two inches long 
Around the sacred Kraai 
are wooden images, representing every na- 
tion of Kaffir, and all sorts of animals, 
beautifully carved out of wood.”’ 

‘“She’s’’ residence was an ordinary round 
hut, well built, and “when she ate meat 
she had to be carried by her indunas to 
another kraal, and even then her nation 
was not allowed to see her. 

‘She had her great medicine tree in a 
forest, and all sorts of signs and symbols 
existed taere, (sacred to the Kaffir mind), 
and in a kraal near the tree were 140 fine 
fat>sluughter oxen inclose:d. The general 
had her carried by her trusty indunas to 
the head lIaager, and allowed the Knobno- 
sen friendly natives to see this wonderful 
woman they had so often heard of. Her 
own tribe also gazed on her in some 
wonder.”’ 

Tne queen is of great age, fully 110, it 
is supposed,although her tribesmen say 300. 

“She is of a light copper color, with a 
frizzy sort of wool on her head; wears a 
sort of hood of tiger skin. Only her neck 
and face are bare. All her body is covered 
with royal tiger skins. The general would 
npt allow the burghers to interfere with the 
wooden images, charms, etc. A missionary, 
the Rev. Mr. Butler, who has lived thirteen 
years near Majajie’s, and only seen her 
when captured, asked her why she had nof 
allowed him to call on her. She politely 
replied: ‘That is my business.’ ”’

Perfected in Atlanta. 


ORGANIZED UNDER HAPPY AUSPICES 


Entertainment by a Number of Clever 
Theatrical People—Sometning About 
the New Association. 


The youngest class organization in Atlan- 
ta came into existence at midnight and 
thereabouts night before last under auspices 
that augur well for its future.
